The sheriffs of 
Summit, Portage and Cuyahoge coun­ 
ties with their deputies and the chief 
of police of Cleveland are exerting 
every effort today to locate some trace 
of the wreckers. 
While the search Is in progress offl 
cials of the railroad have been m ak­ 
ing a rigid investigation into the de­ 
railment. 
Sunday a test was made to 
discover how long It would take a man 
familiar with track work to arrange 
the rails so as to threw a train off the 
track. 
The conditions under which 
the w recker or wreckers worked were 
duplicated as m arly as possible and 
the test showed that one man, working 
rapidly, could draw the spikes, re­ 
move the fish-plates and bend the rail 
inward, securing it in that position, in 
about five minutes.
